State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plymouth in the County 
of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
A fairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Plymouth on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, and one library trustee for the term of three years 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the repair and preservation of highways and construc- 
tion of sidewalks. 


4. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for firemen. ; 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate in addition to that required by law 
for the support and maintenance of the free publie library, 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the decoration of soldiers’ graves. 


7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to borrow money to pay the debts of the town and 
give notes therefor, countersigned by the town treasurer. 
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8. To seeif the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
‘furnish a highway map, in case it may be demanded by the 
State Board of Engineers. 


9. To see if the town will vote to give a discount on 
all taxes paid before Sept. 1, 1904, and if so, what per cent. 


10. ‘To see if the town will assume the care and con- 
trol of the old cemetery lot opposite the fair ground and 
between the railroad and main highway, and raise or ap- 
propriate such sum of money as may be necessary for that 
purpose. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise or appropri- 
ate any money to help the Emily Balch Cottage Hospital, 
and if so, how much. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for the Town History. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to guarantee the cost of printing the Town History. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the extension of the water pipes, (from a point on 
the highway leading from Plymouth to Campton, nearly 
opposite the peg mill,) to the Plymouth cemetery. 


15. To see if the town will vote to keep a regular. 
police officer for night work, as they have the past nine 
mouths.
